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Breach Between Cable TV, City Seems Healed 


The cable-porn issue in 
Sierra Madre has apparently 
been resolved to the satisfac¬ 
tion of all concerned. 

Tuesday night, the City 
Council followed the recom¬ 
mendation of a spokesman 
for the group that had been 
previously attacking the show¬ 
ing of certain movies it de¬ 
scribed as pornographic on 
Group W’s Showtime Chan¬ 
nel in Sierra Madre. 

Fay Angus, in concluding 
the many weeks’ long issue of 
cable pornography in Sierra 
Madre, detailed to council 
members her discussion earlier 


that day with Daniel Richie, 
president of Group W Cable. 
Angus concluded by stating, 
“We laud and applaud (Group 
W Cable). We commend the 
city for granting the cable fran¬ 
chise to that company.” 

After saying that, Angus 
asked the council to withhold 
any action on the issue. This 
action was unanimously taken 
by the council members. 

All appeared to support the 
existing franchise with Group 
W. ITiey all voiced the thought 
that the issue of what is or is 
not pornographic is to be de¬ 
termined in the home. 


Mayor Carlyle Griffin, in 
opening the subject said, “The 
morals of the Sierra Madre 
residents should be left to 
teachings of the church and 
family.” 

Mayor Pro-Tern Clem Bar- 
tolai commented that the con¬ 
trol of one’s viewing habits 
has to be exercised at home. 

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler 
said that she was equally 
concerned about the violence 
shown on television. She re¬ 
ferred to it as ‘‘offensive vi¬ 
olence.” 

Similar comments were 
echoed by Councilmembers 


Tom Edwards and Charles 
Corp. 

Corp added that it was of 
interest to him that the people 
who deplored the alleged por¬ 
nography “spent so much 
time viewing it.” 

Corp added, “I don’t think 
a few people can make the 
moral judgement for the 
public.” 

Prior to taking up the agen¬ 
da items, the council formally 
recognized more than a score 
of Sierra Madre’s volunteer 
firemen for service to the city 
ranging from 5 years to 42 
years.

Others publicly recognized 
included George Maurer, 25 
years; John Buchan, 21 years 
and Mike Tyler with 17 years.

Action on the city’s Beauti¬ 
fication Committee recom¬ 
mendation that the city raise 
the fees for over-night auto 
parking permits on the city 
streets was deferred pending 
receipt of a recommendation 
for the city’s police depart¬ 
ment. 

The question of whether 
that recommendation was an 


appropriate one to be made 
by the Beautification Commit¬ 
tee was raised by Councilman 
Edwards. He said he didn’t 
think it a proper concern of 
that committee. 

This brought immediate re¬ 
sponses from committee 
members Roberta Roberts 
Jones and Martha Griffin. 

Said Jones, “It is a proper 
concern of the committee. 
The city has issued 683 per¬ 
mits to park cars on the city 
streets overnight when it has 
only 35(X) residences. She con¬ 
tinued by stating it was not 


very attractive to see a town 
filled with cars parked on 
the street. 

Griffin followed explaining, 
“Beautification is a part of 
our city that is neglected. The 
streets are dirty because the 
street sweeper can’t clean them 
because of the cars on the 
street.” Griffin added that 
“Everyone in town should be 
concerned.” 

Councilmember Fowler 
joined in the response noting 
she was the council liaison to 
that committee and felt it was 
a proper concern of that entity.

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The S.M. Community 
Hospital — Bad Times 
and Hard Decisions

(The following is Part II 
of an investigation and re¬ 
port. Ed.) 

The Sierra Madre News of 
January 7, 1982, carried a 
brief story noting that on 
that date there was to be a 
“first meeting of the newly- 
constituted parent board of 
Foothill Medical Center at 
the center in Glendora.” 

John Hahn, for many years 
a member of the Sierra Madre 
Hospital Board, was report¬ 
ed as saying that at the said 
meeting, by-laws and resolu¬ 
tions were to be adopted, ■ 
officers elected, and that an 
amendment would be attached 
stating if the Sierra Madre 
Hospital is sold or otherwise 
disposed of, the money would 
go toward the benefit of the 
Sierra Madre citizenry. 

Doug Berkshire, president 
of the hospital board of direc¬ 
tors, confirmed and empha¬ 
sized this point. 

In the intervening months, 
unanswered questions seem 
to have surfaced slowly, even 
among those who partici¬ 
pated in the complicated re¬ 
organization which has been 
unfolding since approximate¬ 
ly May of 1981. 

What led up to the ap¬ 
parent abrupt and radical 
changes that took most citi¬ 
zens by surprise? Some local 
doctors and other hospital- 
oriented people deny being 
consulted or informed until 
it was virtually fait accompli. 

Doug Berkshire, in a re¬ 
cent interview, stated that it 


could hardly be a surprise 
to any interested observer 
that the hospital had been 
having severe financial diffi¬ 
culties for approximately five 
years. He said that Medicare 
and MediCal fall far short 
of carrying the load allocable 
to their own cases and that 
when funds are barely suf- 
ficent to meet the payroll, 
there is no money available 
to buy new equipment amd 
keep the hospital up-to-date. 
Doctor loyalty and the pa¬ 
tient load diminish. 

Something had to be done 
or the hospital would have 
had to shut down, according 
to Berkshire. 

Overtures were made to 
and by several organizations, 
most of which did not pro¬ 
ceed beyond a meeting or two. 
An example would be a 
group that was interested in 
converting the hospital into 
an alcoholic treatment 
center. 

The Arcadia Methodist 
Hospital, a nearby institu¬ 
tion of the best reputation 
and highest capability, indi¬ 
cated a strong interest in ac¬ 
quiring the Sierra Madre 
Hospital, but, according to 
Berkshire, this possibility 
was dropped because it ap¬ 
peared to some that the larger 
hospital would take over 
control and the local hospital 
would lose its identity. 

Tliis take-over apparently 
offended a group on the 
Sierra Madre Hospital Board 
who wanted to continue an 
acute care facility under 


their own name and direc¬ 
tion. 

But Richard A. Hachten 
II, Arcadia Methodist Hos¬ 
pital administrator, says that 
such fears, in his opinion, 
were ungrounded. Hachten 
says he was both disappoint¬ 
ed and surprised when af¬ 
filiation discussions were 
terminated because it was 
such a “natural” in view of 
the close proximity of the two 
hospitals and the fact that 
the involved doctors were on 
both staffs. 

He says that Arcadia 
Methodist had no intention 
of changing the Sierra Madre 
Hospital name or obscuring 
its local identity because of 
sensitivity to the unique his- 
troy and rich heritage in¬ 
volved. 

At this point, the Foot¬ 
hill Presbyterian Hospital of 
Glendora, entered the scene. 

Berkshire said, “They ap¬ 
proached us and initially they 
were interested in acquiring 
our six OB (obstetrics) beds, 
which were not in use.” 
(following the departure of 
Dr. Hai Abdul and his con¬ 
troversial natural birth clinic). 
However, California medical 
authorities would not permit 
the transfer of these beds. 
But the relationaship with 
Foothill, having been estab¬ 
lished, continued along other 
lines.

There each morning 
Sylvia and 1 would walk 
out to the dock to send our

(the Australian reefs being #1). 
At dusk we would await their 
return on our little balconies, 
savoring the balmy January 
air and famous firey sunsets 
of Yucatan. 

Evenings were spent strol¬ 
ling about San Miguel, with 
its inevitable village square, 
outdoor market, shops and 
restaurants offering a mar¬ 
velous variety of delectable 
fare. Our favorite pastime was 
sitting in the square and watch¬ 
ing the gathering of all the 
town folk: young senoritas, 
dressed in their finest, promen¬ 
ading in spikey heels for the 
young men to admire; tiny 
Mayan mothers shyly tending 
their miniature offspring, 
dressed in the white costume 
which is like a short dress 
over a long skirt, beautifully 
embroidered with yokes and 
bands of colorful flowers. 

Sylvia and I took the ferry 
over to the mainland and 
toured Cancun where we 


shopped for native handcrafts, 
shells, and the magic turtle 
oil which, like Oil of Olay, 
makes every woman young 
and beautiful again. We 
stopped for lunch at one of 
the luxury hotels and climbed 
the pathway to the exquisite 
small Mayan temple on its 
grounds. Perched on a duff, 
its ruined pillars framed the 
turquoise waters of the Carib¬ 
bean. The aging of the years 
had polished the ancient 
stone to a silver sheen, echoing 
the silver light dancing from 
the waves below, a poem in 
stone. 

Our husbands joined us for 
a trek to the ancient ruins of 
Tulum, where once again we 
were awed by the artistic and 
intellectual achievements of 
this by-gone civilization, 
shadowed by its incredibly
